Major Geueral Nelson A.. Miles, com 


mander-in-chief of the army, who was i 
Europe recently, said: "I return to til 
United States more impressed with til 
abilities of the American soldiers tha 
ever before." Since last May the Gen 
era!, acting under the orders of Prcs 
dent MuKmley, has been making an in 
spection of the armed forces in Europe. 


General Miles wag dispatched t 


Europe to .watch the Greco-Turkish war 


the time the General reached Con 


stantinople active hostilites bad ceased 
and his reports in consequence were con 
lined to detailed accounts of the ad 
ministration of Turkish and 
Greek 


troops. 


Geueral Miles says the ease withwaicl 


the Turka mobilized 000,000 men was ; 
surprise to the military world. Tin 
Greeks were unprepared from the star 
to fight well-armed equal numbers, le 
alone an aggregation ot 000 000 splendid 
ly-drilled and well-equipped troops. 


'•I continue from Turkey," said the 


General, "to view the standing forces o 
the several powers of Europe. I saw the 
armies of nearly all countries with the 
exception of Spain. It so happened tha 
a number of important events look place 
during my stay in Europe, all of whicl 
conduced to improve my opportunities 
:or inspection. 


"In England GO 000 imperial and ao- 


ionial troops were seen during the jubi- 
ee ceremonies. It is doubtful if it 
would be possible to observe so many 
British soldiers together at any other 
time short of war 
In addition to the 


and forces of England I saw something 
ike -10,000 men of the naval establish- 
ment. 


"I was present at the German ma- 


noeuvres at Hamburg, and had a per- 
lonal audience with the Kniaer. The 


errnan troops are about perfect in point 


of drill. It goes without saying that 
,h«y are well disciplined. 


"1 also attended this year's manoeuv- 


•es of the Russian array. I was greatly 
mpressed by the Russians. They are a 
ino lot of soldiers. Russia lias to-day as 
iae an aimy -as it id possible to find in 
Jurope. 


'The French soldiers surprised me. I 


was not expecting to find the earnest 
ind buainess-like looking lot of olllcers 
nd men that came under my notice, 
was present at the French manoeuvres 
it St. Quentin. bo far from being the- 
.trieal in appearance, the French army 
3 as near an approach to a ready fighting 


is as anything I have seen since leav- 


ng the United Slates. The French army 


ade a profound impression on me. It 


s stronger than most people would be- 
eve. In small arms aud field artillery 
he French are in the first rauk. No 
barge can be brought agjinat the 
"'ranch army to-day that it is not pre- 
ared for war. 
"Europe is a vast camp of military 


orces. Germany ia as dependent on her 
rmy for existence as Eugland is on her 
avy. 
With Austria, Russia and France 


unrounding her, Germany is able only 
y a show of arms to maintain her posi- 
ion to-day as a power on the continent, 
'ranee is smarting as much, at this late 
ay, over the loss of Alsace Lorraine as 
n 1872 while Russia is irrewstibly mov- 
ng her forces toward the frontier, as if 
mpelled by destiny. Under such condi- 
OQS armies must bs maintained, and 
he point of interest to an observer is 
bich one is best prepat'bd to Ught V 
"I could not but notice the personnel 
f the Continental armies The men are 
rilled like machines, and have the ma- 
bine-like intelligence we might expect 
f them. But nowhere did I perceive 
be brightness and alacrity to catch on 
Inch seem so characteristic of the 


American soldier. 


"I say now, as I have said before, that 
bere are men in the United States who 
re as competent to talk of war and the 
methods to be pursued ia modern war- 
are as any in Europe. There are to-day 
rigade and division commanders of ihe 
ate war in this country who have seen 
s much severe fighting, it not more, 
ban the majority of military men on the 
lonlinent." 
General Miles declared that fighting is 
retty much the same the world over. All 
IB drilling and manoeuvring lhat is 
ow going on in Europe is in the interest 
f discipline and tends to prepare the 
roops for the real ordeal of battle, but 
he actual experience of action, he as- 
erls, has been learned to a superlative 
egree by many men of this country. 
When asked if he doubteil the outcome 


f a conflict between American troops 
nd some of the forces he had seen in 
be Continent, the General declared that 
Jnited States soldiers were the equal of 
ny iu the world. Their staying powers 
ere too well known to him to permit 
f his having any doubt on that score. 


We lack supply stores, 
sufficient 


uantitles of small arms, and the coast 
rlillery is not as numerous as it might 
e," he said. "Still we are making 
trides in the latter respect, but it must 
e kept up and pushed vigorously." 
General Miles has made three reports 
o the War Uepartmet since liia absence 
n Europe. On his return to Washington 
e will report in person to President 
IcKinley. He will then resume active 
ommaud of the army. 
General Miles would not discuss the 
paniau question, but he is well posted 
n the Spanish forces, and among his 
mmediate associates, it is said, that he 
as no fear of the success of the Ameri- 
an soldiers when pitted against the 
pariiard. 
During his atay in Europe General 
iiles was received by the Czar of Rus- 
a, the German Emperor William, 1'res- 
dent Faure of France, the Sultan of 
'urkey and by the Queen of England.

the thirteen votes of York county were 
cheerfully recorded for our present re 
spected and faithful representative, lion 
C-ieorge J. Benner, of Adams, as a tiual set 
tU'inent in favor of the principle of repre- 
sentation based upon Democratic votes." 


This statement—"when the thirteen 


votes of York connty were cheerfully re 
corded for our present respected and 
faithful representative"—is the impoi 
tant part of the resolution; the whole 
claim rests on it; yet it is a mistake. 


A representative of the COMPILER 


was present at the conference to which 
this resolution refers, that in Carlisle at 
which Mr. Benner was nominated, and 
anticipating the condition which now ex 
ists, recorded the facts j ust as they oc 
curred.

This deliverance from the chair broughl 


Chairman Strickhonser, of York, to his 
feet and he recited in detail the efforts 
that have been made to change the meth- 
ods of congressional nominations anc 
wound up by saying that in accordance 
with the instructions of the York county 
committee and the York county conven- 
tion 
thirteen 
conferees were 
present. 


*'These men are here,"said the chainuan, 
they are representative citizens and we do 
not want to go back to our county and re- 
port that the conference has turned out 
ten of them. This would be fatal to the 
nominee in our county and we came here 
to nominate a candidate that we can elect 
in a way that is acceptable to York county. 


Dr. Dougherty,of Mechanicaburg, replied 


to the chairman and the end of the matter 
was that Mr. Sti'ickhouser said he 
authori/.ed to offer to vote but three votea 
on the nomination. 
Before the Cumber- 


land and Adams delegates took any action 
upon this proposition the York county 
delegates asked permission to withdraw 
and the favor prayed for was granted. 


nefore the York delegation left the con- 


ference room Mr. Benner, who had not re 
tired from the conference, said : "GL'ntle 
meii, before you leave I desire to say some- 
thing that I intended to say in my original 
iv.narks, but overlooked. I understand 
that the question has been raised here 
about the term that follows the one you 
are now going to nominate for. I desire 
to say that I will not be a candidate for a 
second term and \vil! not aid anyone from 
Adams county to the nomination for that 
term." 


'•When off in a room by themselves," 


says the )'"/A <<'i:<f!t, "Mr. Ziegler stated 
that he was of the opinion that it was best 
that Ueuner should be conceeded the nom- 
ination, 
lie said he had so informed Mr. 


Strickhnusur before the conference opened 
and this had been his opinion ever ^ince 
the Cumberland county primaries, provid- 
ed that the other conferees conceeded one 
thing—the abandonment of the rotation 
system of congressional nominations in 
favor of a district conference. 
He advised 


that Yoik county insist ou voting thirteen 
vnt'Ts ou all questions except the election 
of a cougmssional nominee, and on that 
vote to cast the thirteen as three and vote 
that three for G. J. Benner." The follow- 
ing resolutions uere the only question that 
\vas expected to come up besides the nom- 
ination of a congressman and the York 
C'umty people were determined that they 
should be adopted before anything else 
was done: 


Resolved, That this conference heartily 


endorses the nomination of Bryan and 
S»-wall and reatlinn.s the ancient, and time 
honored principles of the 
Democratic 


party as thev have been given timely and 
iitting expression iu tbe Chicago platform, 
a bold and noble reaesertiou of the rights 
of the common people to rule and a new 
declaration of American industrial inde- 
pendence, be it lurtber 


Resolved, That hereafter all future Dem- 


ocratic nominations for congress in this 
district shall be made by a district con veu- 
tion composed of delegates based upon 
Democratic voter?, being oue delegate for 
every one thousand Democratic voters, the 
proportion which obtains in the State con- 
ventions. 


On their return from their retirement 


one of the Yoik county people said that 
unless thia concession was made to York 
neither the support of York county at the 
coming election nor the three votes from 
the county could be promised Benner. 


A motion was made and carried that 


^ ork should have three votes in the nom- 
ination for congress, but thirteen on all 
others. 


It will thus be seen that York voted 


but three votes in that conference. 


But a resolution bearing ou the ques- 


tion was adopted, as is noticed above. 
On that resolution the Cumberland and 
Adams people took the position that 
conferees, appointed to make a con- 
gressional nomination, could not bind 
their respective counties by any action 
they might taka on the matter foreign 
to the purpose of the appointment, and 
that, therefore, though York was in the 
position to force its claims in that partic- 
ular meeting, no precedent could be es- 
tablished, unless the counties ratilied the 
proceeding in subsequent convention. 
With this idea in view and desiring to 
avoid friction in Mr. Banner's nomina- 
tion the conferees allowed the motion to 
pass. 


The resolutions were then offered (quot- 


ing again from our issue of S**pt. 10) and 
the first was adopted without dissent, but 
when the st'oond waa read and a motion 
was made for its adoption, Mr. Xoely, of 
Adams, paid that he could not vote for it 
as be had uo instruction nor power to 
change the existing system, and he and 
Mr. Sell voted against it. 
Mr. Martin, be- 


ing in the chair, did not vote. The Cum- 
berland people voted with York, but after 
thev had expressed their belief that the 
action would be but an expression of 
opinion and not binding unless it be sub- 
sequently ratified. 


Tbe actinna of the Cumberland and 


Adams conferees werf intended to prevent 
trouble which the York people seemed 
determined to create, unless they gut their 
way. 
The conferees met to make a nomi- 


nation for Congress, and had no power 
beyond that. 


The York Democrats could not have 


selected a better man for Congress than 
Mr. Ziegler. He is highly respected, 
not only at home, but as well iu Adams 
and Cumberland.

fleet at Santiago de Cuba had sunk the 
Spanish torpedo-boat destroyer Terror, 
If thib be true, the Terror, which was last 
heard from at Porto Rico, probably tried 
to attack the American fleet from the rear. 
Perhaps the name of the vessel should be 
the Furor, as that boat has recently been 
inside Santiago.

lowed to come from Madrid says that a 
fleet of Spanish warships passed the lalanc 
of Madagascar May '26, heading lor Ma- 
nila. 


Dispatches received Sunday show thai 


the plan of blocking the channel at San- 
tiago de Cuba with the collier Merrimac 
was originated by Lieut. Richmond P 
Ilobsoa, of Alabama, who, with seven 
other men, performed the hazardous ex- 
ploit and was captured by the Spaniards. 
A description of thia deed, based on the 
latest details, appears below. 


The naval war board in Washington has 


been considering a new plan of campaign 
uhich contemplates an attack upon the 
Spanish coast and the Canary Islands.

the initiative, aud a concert of the powers 
for united action cannot be secured. 


Capt. Charles Y. Gridley, who com- 


manded the flagship Olyrnpia during the 
battle of Manila, died Sunday at Kobe, 
Japan, on his way home because of ill- 
health, caused by an injury supposed to 
have oeen recieved in the batile. 


A letter written by Lieutenant Carranza, 


formerly an attache at the Spanish em- 
bassy in Washington, but since the begin- 
ning of the war an agent of his govern- 
ment in Montreal, was secured by secret 
service detectives, It showed that Lieu- 
tenant Carranza had organized a spy sys- 
tem aud that he had also kept General 
Blanco, Admiral Cervera and the Madrid 
authorities posted on American army and 
navy movements. 
A copy of the letter 


was sent to the British ambassador at 
Washington and he cabled to London for 
nstructions. It is believed the British 
government will order Lieutenant Garrauza 
to leave Canada. 


THE MKICKIMAC SUNK. 


To BI.M-kiMl,. tlu< Chumiel at SniillXKn tin 


Culjii to ]>r«t otit tho Escapo of 


Cervorrt'jj TTlei't. 


The following is a somewhat detailed 


story of the act of heroism performed by 
Lieut. "Richmond P. Ifobson, of Alabama, 
and his seven companions in sinking the 
collier Merrimac across the channel lead- 
ng into the harbor of Santiago de Cuba : 


The Spanish lleet is now helpless, being 


ie!d captive in Santiago harbor. The nar- 
row channel leading into the harbor was 
completely blocked early Friday morning, 
nhen the United States collier Merrimac 
was sunk across its entrance. 
It is now 


mpossible for the Spaniards to get out, 
ind it is equally impossible for any vessel 
;o get into the harbor. 
Therefore, the 


•Spanish first-class armored cruisers Maria 
Teresa, Cristobal Colon, Vizcaya and Al- 
mrante Oquendo, with the torpedo de- 
stroyers Furor and Pluton, are no longer 
of much use to Spain. 


This lesult was accomplished through 


life heroism o£ the following men, who 
vere on the Merrimac: Lieut. Richmond 
P. llobson, assistant naval constructor; 
)aniel Montague, machinist ; 
George 


Charette, gunner's mate ; J. C. Murphy, 
coxswain ; J. Osborn Diegnan, coxswain ; 
neorge Phillips, machinist ; Francis Kel- 
y, water tender ; Randolph Clausen, cox- 
wain. 
They were all captured by the Span- 


arda, but the Spanish Admiral, in recog- 
lition of their bravery, sent word to the 
Vnierican Admiral, under a flag of truce, 
hat he was willing to exchange the pris- 
iners, aud assured the American com- 
nander that they would be treated with 
he greatest kindness 
Money and provi- 


ious have been sent to them and the 
lecessary steps are being taken to bring 
bout their exchange. 
The Memmac had on board six hnn- 


,red tons of coal when aho was scuttled 
.cross the channel. 


Lieutenant 1 lobson started on his daring 


irrand at 3 o'clock in the morning. 
The 


Vlerriinnc was lying to the 
westward. 


Juder cover of the clouds over the moon 
he stole in toward the coast and made 
icr way to the eastward, followed by a 
team launch from the New York, which 
was intended to rescue the Merrimac's 
crew after they sank the ship. 


From the crowded decks of the New 


York nothing could be seen of the Merri- 
mac after she had gotten under the shadow 
of the hills. For half an hour officers and 
men on the fleet strained their eyes peer- 
ng into the glooroj when suddenly the 


flash of a gun streamed out from Morro 
Castle, and then all on board the New 
York knew tbe Merrimac was nearing her 
end. 


The guns from the Spanish battery op. 


posite Morro Castle answered quickly with 
more flashes and for about twenty minutes 
dashes of fire seemed to leap across the 
harbor entrance. 


When the firing ceased it was judged 


that Hobson had blown np the Merrimac. 
For an hour the anxious watchers waited 
for daylight. Admiral Sampson and Cap- 
tain Chadwick were on the bridge of the 
New York. , 


It \Vas Hobrton's Suggestion. 


The preliminary work of this desperate 


undertaking was a strain upon the officers 
and men. 
On Wednesday morning soon 


after Admiral Sampson's arrival from Key 
West, and as soon as he was certain the 
Spanish fleet was in the harbor, the prepa- 
rations to scuttle the Merrimac ia tbe 
channel began. Commodore Schley hac 
been inclined tb think the dynamite 
cruiser Yesuviue might be able to counter- 
mine ; but the ships would have to go in 
single file and if one were sunk in the 
channel, the progress of the others woulc 
be blocked. It was then that Lieutenant 
Hobson conceived the plan of sinking a 
big collier across the harbor entrance. 


Cuban Army's Size. 


Domingo Hendez Capote, the vice- 


president o£ the Cuban republic, arrived in 
New York last Thursday. lie holds the 
position of judge advocate-general in tha 
insurgent army. When questioned as to 
the strength of the army, he said : 


"Not counting thoae who have recently 


joined his forces, Garcia has about 12,000 
men under him in the eastern department 
as Santiago and Puerto Principe. About 
3,500 of these men were in the neighbor 
hood of Santiago when I last received 
word. All were fully armed and equipped 
and it was the intention to concentrate ill 
the forces in the eastern department at 
that point. 


"I cannot tell definitely bow many men 


there are in the other provinces, domes' 
has about fi.OOO men in SantaClara. Prob- 
ably 30,000 men, all fully armed and 
equipped, are in the ranks of the Cuban 
army, 


"A large number, probably 20,000, are 


armed with machetes, and there are thou- 
sands of others who have recently left the 
towns to join in the army because they 
could no longer live in the towna. From 
Puerto Principe alone 10,000 men, women 
and children have left because of 
the 


scarcity of provisions, preferring to take 
their chances in the country, and further 
influenced by the fear that at the last 
moment the Spaniards, driven to despera- 
tion, will, out of revenge, reeort to slaugh- 
ter." 


Terms ot Peace Asked. 


Dispatches from Washington say : 
The United States has been asked m- 


iorcnally, but officially, what terras of 
peace would be given Spain, if she would 
now surrender, and has replied that she 
must surrender Cuba to the Cubans under 
our temporary protectorate until they can 
establish a stable government, and Porto 
Rico as indemnity to the United States, 
while the question of the Philippines 
must be left to 
future 
consideration. 


Meanwhile the war would be vigorously 
prosecuted by us. 


The inquiry came on Thursday from au 


Ambassador of a third Power, probabiy 
Sir Julian Pauncefote ; was considered in 
Cabinet meeting on Friday, and was 
answered Sunday, according to the de 
termination of the Administration in Cab- 
inet. 


Naturally great secrecy is observed about

Spain is responsible for the inquiry does 
not appear, but it indicates that the Ad- 
ministration's expectation that she would 
soon sue for peace was well founded. 


The third Power making the inquiry 


was careful to stnte that it was made on 
its own responsibility aa a friend of both 
nations, with a view to peacemaking. It 
was well understood that it was made 
because Spain was getting into position to 
make such an inquiry for herself. 
It 


shows plainly, of course, the opinion of 
the rest of Europe, that the end of the 
war is near, which was reached aa soon aa 
it was certain that Admiral Cervera had 
been so foolish as to allow himself to be 
caught.

Swopo's Battalion. 


We are in receipt of the following letter 


from General R. Brinkerhoff, of Mansfield, 
Ohio, and we publish it with the hope 
that someone of our readers will be able 
to give him the imformation desired: 


STAULE & BKO., 


Gentlemen :—During the Revolution- 


ary War a force was recruited in York 
county, Pa. (now Adamsl for the Conti- 
nental Army, known as "Swope's Flying 
Battalion," but for some unknown reason 
its muster rolls have b»en lost, and Dr. 
Kge, State Librarian, informs me that the 
only official record of them, is the names 
of some of the officers. 


My grandfather, Joris Brinkerhoff, mov- 


ed to York county, Pa., in 1770, and he 
had six sons in that battalion, viy,: James, 
Roeliff, Henry, Gilbert, Jacob and John, 
and of these there is no official record, ex- 
cept of Jacob, who was an officer.

PUTTING UP STRAWBERKTES—I5EFOUE- 


11AND SUGGESTIONS THAT IVILL 


1)E OF VALUE V.'HEN THE 


FRUIT IS CHEAP. 


Just at present, when strawberries are 


still scarce and rather high in price, we 
find no dilliculty in disposing of all that 
come in our way by eating them plain 
with cream and sugar, or indulging in 
the luscious strawberry shortcake of 
springtime. 
But soon the warm weath- 


er will again come upon us suddenly, the 
Northern berries will ripen rapidly and 
almost before we realize that, the season 
of plenty is upon us we will be clamor- 
ing for good receipts for canning, jelly- 
making, for jamming and otherwise pre- 
serving the luscious fruit, perhaps just 
too late to secure the really nice berries 
at low prices. It will be much better to 
have a list of snch receipts in readiness, 
choosing only those that have been thor- 
oughly tested by practical housewives. 
And with these methods of preserving 
the fruit well in hand we can take ad- 
vantage of the very Drst fall in prices, 
while the berries are still in their prime. 


Canning Strawberries. — Glass jars 


•with self-sealing tops are the best and 
most economical in the end. With care 
they can be used year after year. The 
rubbers will harden after being ueed 
once or twice, but can be easily replaced 
from any good rubber store for a tnlle. 
It is important to attend to this matter, 
as the air is very apt to creep in about a 
stiff rubber. Tin cans are never so good 
for acid fruits, but in selecting the glass 
ones it is important to see that they have 
no tlaws nor air blisters. 


Eight or ten minutes will he long 


enough to cook the berries ordinarily, 
and care should be taken that they do 
not burn nor stick to the bottom of the 
kettle. In regard to the quantity of 
sugar, use any or none, as you wish. 
This will not affect the keeping quality 
of the fruit. The important point Is to 
keep the air out; but it is generally bet- 
ter to sweeten them ready for use before 
canning. It is very important to have 
everything in readiness before beginning 
to can. 
If the berries are not cooked in 


the jars have a funnel convenient to fit 
the mouth of the jar, and be sure that 
the jar is %vell rinsed in warm water and 
thoroughly heated before pouring in the 
boiling fruit. Use a porcelain kettle; a 
brass kettle is an abomination ia can- 
ning and preserving, and iron or dark 
and rusty kettles wilt discolor the fruit, 
and the spoon used should b» s Iver or 
large wooden affair. 


While the fruit is cooking, inise and 


thoroughly sc<Ud the jars and have them 
leady for use in a pan of hot water. 
"When reiidy to fill, set one at a time on 
a hot plate and the jmce that is fepill 
may he saved. It is better to prepare 
only two or three cans of hint at once, 
as the berries will cook better and more 
eveuly than when a large quantity is 
piepared in the kettle. A large cup of 
Stimulated sugar is a good allowance for 
a quart of berries. Melt the sugar with 
a very little water, and when cle-ir add 
the berries carefully and boil abo.it ten 
minutes, stirring just enough tr< keep 
from burning, but not enough to mash 
the fruit. Attend only to one cau at a 
time. Fill level full. Wipe off tne neck 
of the jar, put on the rubber, till up with 
hot syrup as the fruit settles and screw 
on the cover as tightly as possible, hold 
ing the jar with a damp towel. 


Fill the jars perfectly full of fresh, 


whole berries and pour in a syrup of halt 
sugar and half water, until the jars are 
two-thirds full of the liquid. Then put 
on the tops loosely without the rubbers 
(heat will injure these) and set the jars 
in a boiler of cold or lukewarm wilier. 
The latter should reach to within two 
inches of the top of the cans. Have 
slats or course straw in the bottom of 
the boiler and do not let the jars touch 
each other. I feat grad iialiy and let the 
berries cook seven or eight minutes after 
the boiling point is reached. Take out 
the cans, one at a time, keeping the boil- 
er cover on; have a little boiling syiup 
in a sepaiate kettle on the stove, and if 
the fruit i? shrunken and the jar is not 
perfectly full, fill up with the boiling 
syrup; wipe off, put on the rubber and 
seal at once. This is the best method of 
canning for keeping the 
fruit 
from 


crushing. If less juice is preferred, put 
very little water in the jars, or none at 
all, simply sprinkling the necessary quan- 
tity of sugar among the berries when 
they are put into the jar. Set the jars 
iu the boiler of water and proceed exact- 
ly as before. The sugar and juice that 
flows from the berries will make a very 
rich juice. A jar at a time wheu the 
btrries happen to be plentiful can be 
nicely put up by filling the jar with fruit 
and setting in a tea kettle of boilin; 
water. When canned by this process, 
no matter how firmly the covers maj 
have been screwed on, it will be neces- 
sary to tighten them once more after the 
jars have been p-irtiaily cooled; then 
turn them over, top downward. If they 
do not leak about the covers in a little 
while they raay be considered safe ; but 
be careful to keep them iu a perfectly 
dry, dark place. This is important in 
keeping all .icid fiuits. It is also well 
to wrap the jars in daik paper or cloth 


Strawberry Preserves.—There is very 


little difference nowadays between the 
canned and the preserved article. Very 
few people, since the day of self-sealing 
cans dawned, care to follow the old 
pound for pound receipt for sugar and 
fruit. It was once necessary to make a 
thick presetve in order to have it keep, 
but fruit canned with a little sugar is 
now more generally liked. If a stiiT pre- 
serve is wanted, however, weigh the 
prepaied fruit carefully and take au 
equal weight ot sugar. Jlelt the lattei 
with a very little water, and when dis 
solved put'm the fruit. Let it boil gen- 
tly for ten minutes, or until the fruit 
looks clear, and then take out the ber- 
ries with a wire spoon or strainer, anc 
boil thejuize to a thick jelly ; drain the 
thin juice from the berries and put iu 
the thick syrup. Seal in glass jars or put 
into large jelly tumblers; tie over a flrm 
soft paper when cool and rub with the 
white of an egg to exclude the air. 


Strawberry Jam.—Three-fourths of ; 


pound of sugar to a pound of fruit i 
enough fora lich jam. and two cups o 
red currant juice may be added to ever} 
four pounds of berries if a tart flavor is 
liked. Put the berries in the preserving 
kettle, pour over the currant juice ant 
boil about half an hour, stirring almost 
constantly, then dipoff most of thejuice 
add the sugar, and boil nearly half au 
liour longei, skimming when necessary 
Pat in small jars or large jelly glasses 
The juice thai is left over may be canned 
for pies or made into jelly. 


Strawberry Jelly.—Pat the preparet 
berries into the preserving kettle am 
boil until the juice is well out. 
TIioi 
drain the berries through a bag, pressing 
out all the juice. Measure the juice au< 
put it on to boil, allowing one pint o 
sugar to a pint of juice. 
Wheu it has

Strawberry Pickle.— Pickled strawber 
rif» are i. novelty that are highly otte 
eel.

THE CATTLE INDTJSTBY. 


PRACTICAL CATTtE FiSlSDING. 


To a man here in the Eaat who has to 
ave every kernel of grain that he gives 
o his cattle, and must make every ker- 
el give the greatest return in meat pro- 
action in order to make any money in 
;ock feeding, an address, delivered hy 
. G-. Imbroden before the Decatur, 
linois, Farmers' Institute, will be found 
o contain much that is extremely inter- 
ring. He says truly: "A system of 
andliog and feeding cattle that is prac- 
cal for one may not be at all suitable for 
nother." When I read what he says 
bout feeding shook corn out in the Held 
nd making money by ao doing, I can 
nt contrast tbat with the way we have 
o do here. We put our corn, stalks and 
11, into the ailo; then we put our steers 
nto good, warm, well-ventiUted stables 
nd feed them there, on tbe silage, with 


proper proportion of clover hay and 


rovender. We thus aave the great feed- 
ng value contained in the stalk and 
hich is nearly all changed to wood-flber 
D the curing process, or washed out and 
vasted. What ia wasted in the AYest by 
he system of out-of-doors feeding, would 
make us here in the East rich. He also 
alks about feeding so as to "make five 
pounds of gain for a bushel ot corn." 
fust think of it. Where would we land 
o make only five pounds of gain from a 
jushel of corn, when corn will average 
35 cents per bushel and beef is worth leas 
han C ceuta per pound live weight'/ 
We hcive to do better than that oi1 quit 
the business. Then he talks of the pos- 
sibilities of soaking the corn and says 


.y doing so be got nearly tec pounds of 
gain from a bushel of corn. Now that 
s what we aim to do, have our corn in 
he soaked form, aud in cider to save the 
expense of husking this corn and then of 
soaking it, we simply put it into the silo 
when it is at its best, and thus get all 
the advantages of the soaking and the 
idded value of the nutrition ot the stalk 
that would be wasted in the extravagant 
ways of the West. His advice : "Buy 
tlie best quality of feeding cattle you 
can find; the best are none too good," 
also, "KememDer that the younger the 
steer of the right quality that you feed, 
the greater will be the gain for food con- 
sumed," is just as valuable here as in the 
West, and probably more so, because 
our feed costs us more and we must have 
nn animal that will get the most out of 
it. I have put steers in the stable and 
made them make 300 pounds gain in 160 
clays, at an average cost, counting every- 
thing eaten, of only 10 cents per day for 
all food, but I could only do this by a 
plentiful use of silage and, as a matter 
of course, keeping the steers warm and 
quiet. They were also youug steers- 
one year past, coming two. Of com as 
they do things on a much larger scale in 
tiie West than we do here in the Bast, 
but 1 believe they could adopt some of 
our saving methods, at a great increase 
of profit. 
Supposing that instead of 


f«ediug shock corn, and corn on tbo ear, 
jut of doors, they weie to put up waim 
itablfs aud build sulliuient silos to fur- 
jish the roughage for their cuttle and 
should thus ntlliXB Hie entire feeding 
value of their corn, how could they h«lp 
,)ut m.tke double the money iu ieeding, 
that they now realiza ? But, then, wh,it 
would become of us poor fellows down 
:iere in the worn out East ? 


MAKIXG- CLOVJBIt If/VY. 


The uitiogenous elements of clover 


ire the most valuable for feeding pur- 
roses, aud it is therefore essential to cut 
,he clover at the time of their greatest 
Jevelopmeut, says tbe Mirror itnd /'firm- 
er. Cutting the clover at just the right 
time iind cutting it so as to prevent the 
waste of those valuable elements ate 
Among the fine arts of farming,for whim 
so cut and cured, clover is one of the 
cheapest stock foods that the farm pro- 
luces. The dissipation of the valuable 
nutritive elements of clover and the in- 
crease ot woody fitter between full bloom 
and the ripened stage, constitute a loss 
that no farmer can afford to incur. Prof. 
Harry Snyder writes as follows, regard- 
ng the composition of clover and its 
various stages of growth: "Tno develop- 
oeut of the clover plant, the second 
year alter seeding, shows that the time 
rom early to full bloom is the period of 
the greatest activity in the plant. When 
clover is very young, aud the flower 
lead is yet invisible, only about ten per 
cent, of the mganie matter has been 
ormed, and this organic matter is very 
•ich in nitrogen. When the clover blos- 
soms first appear about one-third or less 
of tbe dry matter of the crop is present. 
From early bloom ujtil full bloom, over 
liO per cent, of the dry matter is added Lo 
tbe crop. From the time of full bloom 
until maturity no new materials are acl- 
led to the crop. Between early bloom 
and full bloom over GO per cent, of tlie 
nitrogenous compounds are formed. 
(When there is also a rniuked change of 
nitrogenous matter from amide to pro- 
tein forms) The composition of the 
eaves and stems shows that when 
young, nearly one-third of- the dry mat- 
;er is nitrogenous material; this is a very 
liigh aruouut, even approaching the com- 
position of animal bodies. The compo- 
sition of the clover at different stages of 


rowth shows that the largest amount of 


nitrogenous materials are obtained at 
the time of full bloom; these nitrogenous 
inatenals are then present to the great- 
est extent at maturity. The largest 
amount of dry matter is obtained at the 
end of the flowering peiiod. This dry

THE CATTLE SUPPLY. 


From all sources of prospective au- 
unm supply, comes the icquiry as to 
be quarter whence ttie ;OUD? stock is 
o be derived for tbe requkemeut oC 
erds. Texas tor many y«ara otlored a 
ruitful Qeld, but. se:»oii after season the 
utcome became less and less until no 
eliancs was to be placed upou t.he nuar- 
er. There were two reasons exist.iug foi' 
his condition, first and moat important, 
he catt.le were not to be touud there, 
nd ID tbe second place eveiyUiiog pro- 
need was required to meet tbe home 
leonaud. There bus, this year, been an 
dvance in offering figures, owino; to tli« 
harp competition in the locality, for 
attle to feed, and as a consequence, tbe 
anchmen of the north were unable to 
irofltably restock their gra/.iag grounds 
or the season. The following extract 
roin tbo Indiana jFurmer affords some 
dea of the importance of th« cattle 111- 
lustry of this country.

Inur million farmers gain a million cat- 
tle and five million farmnrs lose eight 
milliuu in the same number of years 
with grain !JO per cent, cheaper than in 
1881. With our cattle losing 4 SOOdaily, 
and our population gaining 4 000 daily 
it will not be but another decade until 
we will be just where our European 
neighbors are on cattle. To stop the 
annual shrinkage is not enough. To 
keep in proportion to our population we 
must gain at least ] ,400 000 annually on 
Cttttle. Besides this within the last ten 
years our observation at the J,ouisvil!« 
stock yards leads us to believe that the 
actual value of our Imef cattle has de- 
preciated 25 per cent, on account of the 
mixed breed of Jersey cattle. The most 
reasonable cause of our cattle shrinkage 
is the slaughtering of calves." 


tiKAIN FOJt HOUSES. 


Prof Thoman Shaw, of the Minnesota 


Experiment Station, writes on the value 
of corn, oats and bran for horses, and 
says the proportions of corn and oats 
which are best tor working horses will 
depend somewhat upon the nature of the 
work, and somewhat on the season of 
the year. The harder the horse is being 
worked, it would be correct to pay, the 
larger the proporl ion of corn that imiv be 
given to him, and the colder the weather, 
the more corn, relatively, he may be fed. 
I5ut to keep the system in tone, he should 
be given oats and corn, and it some bran 
can he added, heavy feeding can be con- 
tinued with safety for a longer period 
than in the absence of bran. 
When hor- 


ses are being worked hard, they will do 
veiy well on a gram ration in winter, 
two-thiicls of which is coin, and in sum 
mer, on a grain portion, one-third or one- 
half of winch is corn. Ji'it if one-t)urth 
or one fifth ot thegiain led is bran, theie 
is much less danger of digestive derange- 
ment than when bran is not Ind. ,So ad- 
vantageous is bran to tl.e giam food, 
that tile alui should be to feed some of it 
during much of the year. The propor- 
tions named above relate to shelled corn 
and to weight rattier than bulk. It 
would not be verv material whether the 
corn, oats and biaii ;ue all rnisvrl before 
feeding, or whet her they are fed separ- 
ately; but even a horse tires of same- 
ness ; hence it may serve some useful 
end, as whetting t he appetite, to feed the 
corn and oats separately, that is to say, 
to feed the corn morning and evening HI 
winter, and the oats at uoou, and in the 
summer to teed the oats morning and 
evening, and the corn at noon. The 
bran could be fed with one or the other 
of these grains. A horse weighing 1 200 
pounds should require about fifteen to 
eighteen pounds of grain per day, that is 
to say, five or six pounds at each of the 
three feed^ ; but care should be taken to 
lessen the amount of food when the work 
slackens and iu proportion as itslackens
